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MRS. HARVEY WATSON FRACTURES SKULL WITH BULLET 


IN VAIN ATTEMPT TO BRING END TO HER TROUBLES 


Brought Here For 


Operation Friday 


Shooting Comes as Climax- to Trouble Preceding Wafc 


son's Arrest for Breaking Parole — Woman May 
Live — She Says She Is Sorry. 


In an attempt to end her life which has been filled with trouble, Mrs. 


Harvey Watson, 48 years old, fired two 32 calibre bullets into her head at 
her home near Keene at 6 o'clock Thursday night. Although she is now in 
a critical condition suffering with a fractured skull strong hopes are held 
for her recovery by the family. 


It is said that the woman's mind, so encumbered with family troubles, 


had become unbalanced, accounting for her rash act. 


The incident came as an unexpected climax to the sensational arrest of the 


woman's husband, Harvey Watson under parole from the Ohio State peni- 
tentiary. 
The charges against Watson for breaking the parole were pre- 


ferred by the wife and it was over her signature that the warrant for his 
arrest was issued Wednesday evenin g. 


Mrs. Watson fired four shots. 
The first two misseb her head, because 


of the "kick" of the revolver. One of the bullets crashed into a picture and 
splintered the glass. The second bullet imbedded itself in the wall. Mrs. 
Watson seeing that her attempt was failing placed the gun nearer her head 
and fired two more shots, the bullets plowing into the head. 
, The bullets entered'her head just above the right ear and slipping along 
the skull came out at the top of her head.
